Iowa, July 5.—On 
tho grounds where four months ago 
they began their 
m ilitary 
training 
and in view of the entire 88th division, 
three Alabama negroes, 
Fred Allen, 
Robert Johnson and Stanley Trable, 
this morning«4»wung from the gallows, 
paying the penalty for attacking a 17- 
vear-old white girl on 
the 
canton­ 
ment grounds here. 
Nine minutes after 9 o’clock three 
white privates, enclosed 
in 
booths 
and out of sight of the troops, drawn 
up in review formation, sprung the 
traps that sent the blacks to 
their 
dishonorable death. 
As soon as death was officially an­ 
nounced. the regimental bands struck 
up ‘‘The Stars and Stripes Forever” 
and the troops marched away to their 
regular military duties. 
There was considerable excitement

regard Russia as at w ar 
with 
Ger­ 
m any and will do everything in their 
power to re-establish th e

This declaration was made to the 
United P ress today by David Soskice, 
K erensky’s private secretary, which 
may be regarded as tile most authori­ 
tative exposition and interpretation of 
K erensky’s attitude. 
“K erensky denies the right of th e 
Bolshevik usurpers to be considered 
as the voice of Russia,” said Soskice. 
“That belongs only to the constituent 
assembly, which has renudiated the 
Bolshevik regime and the 
separate 
peace negotiations of the Bolshevik. 
“T he assembly, although dissolved, 
still m eets secretly. 
Ju st before K er­ 
ensky left Moscow it repudiated the 
Brest-Litvosk 
treaty 
and 
asserted 
Russia is still at war with Germany. 
“K erensky declares Bolshevikism is 
now universally hated bv the masses 
as well as the classes. 
It has lost the 
support of the w orkmen as well 
as 
the peasants. 
Its days are numbered. 
“If the final blow against the m ad­ 
dest tyranny Russia has ever knowm 
is delayed, it is because the 
demo­ 
cratic parties have to grapple not only 
with th e results of their destructive 
work, famine, anarchy and universal 
chaos. 
The task is colossal, combin­ 
ing the overthrow of tyranny with or 
gaol Sutton of 
supplies 
and 
recon­ 
struction of the Russian front against 
the G erm an armies. 
“ K erensky’s own words before he 
left London were: 
‘Ftussia’s future is 
inextricably interwoven with the fu­ 
ture of its western allies 
and 
also 
with the future of the w orld’s dem oc­ 
racies. 
The western allies and R us­ 
sia m ust co-operate. 
The Russians 
are ready to discharge their 
obliga­ 
tions but the support of the allies is 
indispensable.’ ”

She has laid the blame on Russia, England 
and France in turn, according to which she happened 
to hate most at the moment. 
She has elaborately 
indicted those powers severally and jointly, in every 
possible combination. 
Tile latest pronouncement differs from all it; 
predecessors. Von Kuehlmann. the foreign secretary, 
blames Russia most. France next and England least, 
for the alleged ‘‘encirclement” that is supposed to 
have barred Germany from lier place in the sun, and 
for the ‘‘plot” that finally precipitated the war. 
Even if we did not know the facts in the case. 
as revealed by documentary evidence, it would seem 
futile to blame poor old Russia for anything. 
I he 
Russian people’s persistent attitude, in the face of 
intolerable oppression, shows how little they want, 
or ever wanted, war. 
I he weak-minded czar couldn t 
and wouldn’t have started a war of his own initiation. 
“French guilt” i> not worth discussing. France's 
mobilization, like Russia s, was wholly defensive. 
As for England, it is her diplomacy which now, 
as a1 wa vs. rouses the wrath of Berlin statesmen. 
\ on Kuehlmann might have made a little better case 
against her if lie had harked back to King Edward. 
J lf it was who organized the Triple Entente, leaguing 
France, Russia and Great llritain. 
I Lis diplomatic policy, like the French and Rus­ 
sian military policy, was purely defensive. 
Owing 
to his success, he i> doubtless entitled, from the 
Prussian point of view, to be set down as the arch­ 
criminal. 
Ile foresaw the blow that Germany was prepar­ 
ing, even in his time, to launch against the rest of 
Europe, and he took steps to meet it. 
It was thus 
Edward’.' foresight that saved Europe when the plot 
was sprung. Surely Berlin can never forgive or for­ 
get that. 


ASIA LINKED TO AFRICA 


Readers with long memories will recall that El 
Kantara was prominent in the war cl Kl latches for a 
few days, a couple of years ago. It was on the occa­ 
sion of an episode that loomed big al tile time but 
has now almost been forgotten in the press of big 
events. 
The Turks, instigated by Germany, had sent an 
army across the Sinaitic peninsula to seize Egypt 
and cut British communication with Australia. There 
was sharp fighting. Finally the Turks were whipped 
and dispersed, Egypt was saved and the vital Suez' 
canal was kept from destruction. 
History has been written fast since then in that 
ancient region, so full of memories cff Egypt, Assyria, 
Babylonia, Israel, Greece, Rome and Islam. Every­ 
body knows how the British, chasing the Turks 
back across the desert, wrested Palestine from their 
hands. 
It has not been realized, though, what a 
thorough job Britain w a s making of it. 
Economic 
conquest has kqit pace with military occupation. The 
crowning achievement is found in a recent news item 
telling of the completion of a swinging bridge over 
the Suez canal at El Kantara. 
That bridge joins Egypt to Palestine by rail. 
Soldier, or tourist merchant, may now travel, in a 
few hours, over the long, hot caravan route traversed 
by conquerors and traders and pilgrims for many 
thousand Nears—the same route, perhaps, followed 
by Joseph and his brethren and their father Jacob, 
and followed long afterward by another Joseph, with 
M ary and her babe.

the war by depending upon the men, women and chil­ 
dren who are now on the farms and working from 
daylight to black dark.” 
Fortunately, the call is already being -answered 
by an army comparable to the reserves we have lately 
sent to France. All through the wheat sections the 
work has been organized, and volunteers are going 
forward from the cities in numbers that have so far 
proved sufficient. 
“Save the w heat!” is the cry of every farming 
state, and the wheat is being saved. The effort must 
continue until the last sheaf is harvested and the

THE WAR ZONE SCHOOLS 


The war itself is a big education for every man 
who goes to France. 
Military instruction and ex­ 
perience, however, are to he supplemented by an edu­ 
cational system totally new in the history of warfare, 
A gigantic school organization is being built up 
back of the lines for tile benefit of our soldiers at 
such times as they are not actually engaged in mili­ 
tary duties. 
E nder the auspices of the Y. M. C. A., 
it has enlisted the services of several of the foremost 
educators in the United States. 
It will soon be in 
operation, providing instruction in almost any line 
that a soldier may desire, from elementary lessons in 
the English language to vocational training, technical 
and professional 
work 
and courses 
in various 
branches of learning that arc usually confined to 
colleges and universities. 
This is no more than jiRt to the thousands of 
young men who have interrupted their education to 
enter the army, or left their trade, business or pro­ 
fession before they had fairly got a foothold. It will 
be of service to any man who is ambitious and pro­ 
gressive, enabling him to return to civilian life bet­ 
ter qualified than ever for his old pursuit, or fitted 
for a new occupation that offers greater advantages. 
It is another gratifying evidence that the sol­ 
diers are not expected to give everything without re­ 
turn—that the government and the nation are think­ 
ing of their welfare, and making every possible pro­ 
vision for their future.
